
ORDINANCE NO. 1441 

AN URGENCY ORDINANCE OF THE LODI CITY COUNCIL 
DIRECTING THAT UNCLAIMED BICYCLES AND TOYS BE TURNED OVER 
TO THE UNITED STATES MARINE CORPS' "TOYS FOR TOTS" CAMPAIGN 

WHEREAS, the  City Council i s  authorized, pursuant t o  Welfare and 

I n s t i t u t i o n s  Code !j 217, t o  d i r e c t  the  Lodi Po l i ce  Department t o  t u r n  

over t o  a n o n p r o f i t  o rgan iza t ion  , c e r t a i n  unclaimed b i cyc les  and, toys 

i n  i t s  possession; and 

WHEREAS, the Uni ted States Marine Corps, working i n  conjunct ion 

w i t h  the San Joaquin County Department o f  Aging, Chi ldrens '  and 

Community Services, has requested t h a t  unclaimed b icyc les  and toys he ld  

by the  Lodi P o l i c e  Department f o r  more than s i x t y  days be turned over 

f o r  d i s t r i b u t i o n  as p a r t  o f  the Marine Corps' "Toys For Tots"  campaign; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE I T  ORDAINED: 

SECTION 1. The Council hereby f i n d s  and declares t h a t  as fo l lows:  

A. The San Joaquin County Department o f  Aging, Chi ldrens '  and 

Community Services, and the Uni ted States Marine Corps are  

n o n p r o f i t  organizat ions , exempt f rom income taxa t i on  under 

Federal and S ta te  law; 

B. Both may p a r t i c i p a t e  i n  programs o r  a c t i v i t i e s  ned t o  

prevent  j u v e n i l e  delinquency; 



C. The program o r  a c t i v i t y  f o r  which such b i cyc les  and toys  

a re  de l i ve red  i s  designed t o  prevent j u v e n i l e  delinquency. 

SECTION 2. 

The Lodi P o l i c e  Department i s  hereby d i r e c t e d  t o  t u r n  over t o  t he  

Un i ted  States Marine Corps' "Toys For Tots"  campaign, a l l  b i cyc les  and 

toys  p resen t l y  i n  i t s  possession which have been unclaimed f o r  more 

than s i x t y  days. 

SECTION 3. A l l  ordinances and p a r t s  o f  ordinances i n  c o n f l i c t  

herewi th  are repealed i n s o f a r  as such c o n f l i c t  may e x i s t .  

SECTION 4. The p u b l i c  hea l th ,  s a f e t y  o r  we l fa re  r e q u i r e  t h a t  t h i s  

ordinance be adopted as an urgency measure. 

SECTION 5. Th is  ordinance s h a l l  be publ ished one t ime i n  the  "Lodi 

News Sent ine l" ,  a d a i l y  newspaper o f  general c i r c u l a t i o n  p r i n t e d  and 

publ ished i n  t h e  City o f  Lodi and s h a l l  be i n  f o r c e  and take e f f e c t  

immed i a t e l  y .
